11. In a memorandum to the Comptroller the ADD/A called his attention to 
the $25,000 limi tation of the contingency fund discussed in the Administrative 
Plan for Project^Hj^H and directedasfonows : "It is Important that you 
pay attention to tlffi^s^^ct of the budget when it is presented in the 

form of a Project and insure that the amount of this fund is within these limits 
and such other controls as the Project Review Committee or the Director may 
deem fit to impose." (ER-3-8UU8 ) 


12. In a memorandum to the AD/P the ADD/A stated that effective immediate- 
ly all letters of condolence will be released over the signature of the Direc- 
tor of Central Intelligence and that they will be addressed to the nearest rel- 
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atives of any persons -who die -while employed with the Agency. Such letters 
will not be prepared when security considerations preclude identification of 
the Agency with the deceased individuals’ former employment status. (ER-3-8382)
